THERE cannot be many am- 

bassadors in Washington who 
could claim, on one day, to have 
been extravagantly praised twice 
by President Nixon and even of- 
fered a sich to have joined their 
Prime Minister in Ite House 
discussions which both crowned 
and vindicated five years of dip- 
lomacy, and to have celebrated 
a birthday. March 1 was such a 
day for Yitzhak Rabin, who Jast 
week completed his term aa Is- 
rael's representative in the Amer- 
ican capital. 

Ti is hardly news that Mr. 
Rabin's stay in Washington was 
a controversial one. He was, at 
various times, embroiled in con- 
flict with the Israeli Foreign Min- 
istry, other Israeli diplomats in 
the United States, sections of the 
Israeli press, sections of the 
American press, some significant 
elements in the American Jew- 
ish leadership, the McGovern 
wing of the Democratic Party, 
sundry intellectuals and column- 
ists, and ministers in the Israel 
Cabinet. It is fair to say no 
other diplomat in recent years 
here has been attacked so often 
for displaying such 8 noticeable 
lack of diplomacy. 


‘A very strong man’ 


Yet Mr. Rabin has also been 
widely acknowledged in the press 
and among fellow diplomats as 
an outstanding ambassador for 
Isreel. “Newsweek” magazine 
ranked him primus inter pares 
(first among equals) in the top 
five of the more than 120 am- 
bassadors; Assistent Gecretary 
of State Joseph Sisco, has pal 
eloquent tribute to him in a na- 
tional Jewish magazine; and one 
Western ambassador, also men- 
tioned by “Newsweek,” told me: 
“A very strong man. Not every- 
body's style, perhaps. But he de- 
livered. Really delivered.” 

Two questions about Mr. Rabin 
must remain largely unanswer- 
ed: How much difference did he 
make to the evolution of U.S.- 
Israel relations, and how much 
would have come about regardiess 
of who was ambassador? And 
assuming that he played a sig- 
nificant role, could he have done

While the 
answers to these questions have 
to be speculative, it is possible 
to examine the Rabin style, the 
objectives he set himself, and 
rid he went about carrying them 
out. 


Yitzhak Rabin tranformed the 
job of Israeli ambassador — 
— and was transformed by it. 
He came to Washington with a 
considerable reputation as an 
army ξεπεταὶ and with a certain 
“constituency” in Israel. But in 
many ways he was a novice. His 
English was weak and he had to 
steel himself to speak in pub- 
lic; he was not used to the so- 
clal dimension of diplomacy — 
the reception lines, small talk, 
smiling at hostesses, observing 
the niceties; he was tentative 
in his assessments of American 
policy as he began to Rope for 
the levers of power in Washing- 
ton. 


But as his English improved, 
as he hegan to establish personal 
relationships with top officials 
in the Administration — that of 
.Lyndon Johnson and then of 
Richard Nixon—and as the super 
power invelyement in the Middle 
Hast reached new heights in 1960- 
1970, Mr. Rabin emerged as a key 
figure in the Washington-Jerusa- 
lem dialogue. : 


Three objectives 


He set himself three broad ob- 
jJectives. First, to define with 
clarity the real interests of both 
" United States and Israel. Se- 
cond, to find ways of working 
together, even when serious dif- 
ferences arose, by emphasizing 
fundamental points of ecment 
and not allowing the differences 
to obscure and threaten those 
areas of shared understanding. 
Third, to ensure a working rap- 

ort with the White House, Sta 
Bapertment, and Pentagon, with- 
out which, Mr. Rabin believed, an 
already-complicated situation 
would have been unmanageable. 


In relations between the 6m- 
bassy and Congress and in en- 
suring the support of American 


ublic opinion for Israel, Mr. 
tabin showed he was not wil- 
ling to accept much of the con- 
ventional wisdom. Against the ad- 
vice and judgement of some in- 
fluential Jewish lenders, he es- 
tablished good relations with 
right-wing Senators and conser- 
vative Congressmen, who had not 


traditionally been thought of as di 


"friends of Israel.” Despite 
doubta from the predominantly 
“liberal” Jewish establishment, 
he extended the embassy’s pub- 
lic relations work into the South, 
into church groups, into the edl- 
torial offices of small newspapers 
in the Mid-West. The base was 
broadened. 


‘No dancing diplomat’ 


In much of this, he simply by- 
passed the Jewish groups active 
in lobbying for Israel. It was not 
that Mr. Rabin behaved in a 
different way from previous am- 
bassadors in such matters as at- 
tending Israel Bond rallies or a 
UJA ball or at Presidents’ Con- 
ferences, although someone once 
said wistfully about him: “He's 
no dancing diplomat, that’s for 
sure." What upset many Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders was the wa: 
he ignored them in dealing wit! 
the Nixon administration. Even if 
previous ambassadors had only 
paid Up-service to the notion of 
consultation to make the Jew- 
ish leaders feel good, and had 
then gone ahead and acted in- 
dependently, But mostly, Mr. Ra- 
bin did not bother even to go 
through the motions. 


The period of late 1969, with 
the announcement of the Rogers 
plan, through the intensive phase 
of the War of Attrition in 1970 
was a testing time for Mr. Ra- 
bin. He was not as well dug in 
as he was to become later, and 
his determined insistence that 
Israel resist the Rogers plan did 
not always look as if it would 
succeed. But it was also a period 
when Mr. Rabin waa able to ela- 
borate one of ‘the principles of re- 
lations hetween Washington and 
Jerusalem — a clear perception 
on both sides of the limits to 


what cach can ask of the other. 


Drawing the line was a delicate 
manoeuvre. 

A turning point for Mr. Rabin 
and for the U.S.-Israel relation- 
ship came shortly after the 
American-sponsored cease-fire, 
with the Jordanian crisis of 
September, 1970. Mr. Rabin reo- 
cently told the story of how presi- 
ential aide Henry Kissinger 
sent a special jet to New York 
one sven to bring Mr. Rabin 
to the White House for talks on 
joint U.S.-Israel plans for reac- 
tion to the threatencd Syrian 
armoured invasion of Jordan. 
What he has nol yet told, and 
what has only emerged sketchily 
in the reports of some American 
journalists, is the extent of joint 
American-Jsraell diplomatic and 
military planning discussed with 
President Nixon in a session so 
top-secret that one authoritative 
account claims no written records 
were made of it. 


Relations with Nixon 


It is known, however, that Mr. 
Nixon was impressed with Mr. 
Rabin's coolness in the crisis, 
and hia grasp of the_ military 
situation on the ground in Jor- 
dan. As has been shown on many 
occasions — the character of 
the controversial American Ge- 
neral Patton is but one example 
— Mr. Nixon is drawn tothe 
man of action, especially if he 
is o military man. Mr. Rabin's 
standing in Washington rose 
sharply after the September crisia 
as Mr. Nixon's regard for him 
percolated through the bureauc- 
racy. In a city where power is 
measured by proximity to the 
President, such regard can open 
doora. 

The Jordanian crisis is a good 
example of how Mr. Rabin's 
role as diplomat and the basic 
national interosts of both the 
U.S. and Israel become  inter- 
woven jin any attempt to quantify 
his contribution to the current 
state of the relationship. Pre- 
sumably, Israel and the U.S. 
would have acted in much the 
same way regardless of who was 
ambassador. But whe can be cer- 
tain about such matters? And to

[THE political pressure cookers 
are steaming away over the 
choice of Isrnel's next President. 
The iden of putting off the deci- 
sion for another year by extending 
the term of the third President, 
Mr. Zalman Shazar, was stillborn, 
and the party leaders must now 
ear themselves to the timetable 
fia down in the Basle Law regu- 
lating the election of the Presi- 
dent. 

The Inw provides that: “the 
President of the State is chosen by 
the Knesset for five years. His 
term of office will be calculated 
according to the Hebrew calendar, 
Any Israel national who is resi- 
dent in Israel is eligible to be- 
come a candidate.” Under an 
amendment passed ten years ago, 
“a person who served as President 
of the State for two consecutive 
periods may not be a candidate for 
the ensuing perlod..."” The law 
also specifies the mechanics of the 
election: “The election of the Pres- 
ident of the State will be held no 
earller than 90 days and no later 
than 30 days before the expiry of 
the term of office of the incumbent 
President...” 


‘This means that we are alrendy 
within the election period, for Pres- 
ident Shazar's second ond final 
term expires on Iyar 23, which is 
May 25, and the Knesset must hold 
8 special session to elect a new 

resident before Nisan 23 (April 
25). The Knesset is due to go into 
recess next month, and it will have 
to convene for this special session 
two is after the cnd of Pessah. 

The law was framed in the light 
of specific experiences.

Ben-Gurion had overcome all 
obstacles to make it the capital of 
Israel. 


Ben-Zvi and his wife Rahel Ya- 
nait were pioneers of the Second 
Aliya, and he ‘had been president 
of the Yishuv's pre-Independence

style of Hving, and their close con- 
tact with the broud masses of the 
population earned them genuine 
affection at all Jevels. Indeed, he 
fashioned Beit Hanassi into a 
focal national institution by his 
“open days" when his home was 
thronged with citizens. 

He was particularly beloved b 
the Oriental communities, and at. 
‘reacted his scholarly talents to re- 
search into their orlgins, becoming 
the patron of groups such as the 
Samaritans, outside the main- 
stream and regarded by the ma- 
jority of Israels as almost exotic. 

Ben-Zvl set the pattern — 
cleaved to by his successor — for 
the President to be close to Jew- 
ish tradition In all 118 forms and 
to be an observant Jew both at 
home and abroad.

N an article in the November, 

£072 "Encounter" (“The Torso of 
Greatness"), R.H.S, Crosaman, comn- 
migaloned to write a definitive blo- 
graphy of Weizmann, — confesaca 
that, on examining the documenty, 
he dlyeavered ἃ more human, more 
complex, more humanity fallible 
and nore fascinating man than the 
mythiral leader portrayed by offi- 
celal literature (including, presum- 


ably, Welzmann's autoblography, 
“Trial and Error’). 
A younger, less experienced 


writer, evidently a sabra, has made 
a sinilar discovery about the Zion- 
fal movement and has written a 
falrly good book about 1t. There are 
two major faults in the work: one, 
the writer assigns to his own "de- 
mythification” a universal, almost 
cosmic, significance; tha other, 
in dealing with leas recent Zionist 
history and, related to this, with 
the attitudes of the religious Jews, 
Mr, Bilam’s discoveries are half- 
baked, 


Lucid presentation 


_ TI have never made a systematic 
atudy of the history of the Zionist 
movement, but have merely lved 
long enough as a Zlontet in Russia, 
Canada and the U.S. and am en- 
dowed with a fairly geod memory, 
and I find many of the alleged dis- 
coveries in the book under review 
are just old hat. I do find, however, 
that Eilam has presented the facts 
— many of which have been largely 
forgotten — very lucidiy and that 
he has brought gomo problems into 
sharp focus. This applies to the 
buik of the hook which deals with 
the history of the movement since 
the Balfour Declaration and 
traces the pollcles advocated and 
practised by Welzmann, Jabotinsky 
and Ben-Gurion. Hillam is hardly 
fair to Nordau and Brandela, whom 
he dismisses far too lightly. 

Ho point out, rightly, that Jabo- 
Unsky was the one who, until quite 
late in the Mandatory period, had 
a somewhat naive faith in the sin- 
care readiness of the British to help 
the Jews establish a sovereign state 
In Eretz Yiargel, while Welzmaonn, 

despite hia close Hes with Britain 
and despite hia emotional ties to the 
British, was more sceptical and 
simply sought to gain time for 
constructive effort ao as to crerte 
facts, Eventually, it was'the follow- 
era of Jabotinsky who initiated the 
armed struggle against the British 
while Welzmano advocated what 
many Bretz Yisrael Jews at the time 
felt was appeasement. Mr. Ben-

Labour movement worked with 
Welzmann very closely until shortly 
hefore the breakdown of Briliyh 
rule.

Τ may be oversimplifying Bilam's 
views, which, in tur constitute an 
oversimpHfication of the real his- 
tory. But it helps our understanding 
to draw the lines sharply. The book 
points out thet after World WarTi 
and the Holocaust, the two aims 
merged —— under the leadership of 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. 

The true fact, in my opinion, is 
that, while tension has always exist- 
ed between the two Zionist phito- 
sophies, they usually co-exist in the 
same individuals in various propor- 
tions at different times, But the 
tension ia stil! here and does affect, 
among other things, Zionist attitudes 
tea Amertcan aliya. Twenty yeara 
years ago it affected the attitude 
to Moroccan allya, A discusaton 
of that aapect would take us too 
far afield. Let ua atlok to the book. 


Nordau plan 


Certainly, if any Zionist figure in 
1922 stressed the need for roscuing 
Jewa and forestalling a change of 
heart on the part of the British, it 
was Max Nordau, who demanded 
the immediate transfer of some 
600,000 European Jews to Bretz 
Yisrael in order to settle once and 
for all the demographic problem. 

Hilam’s failure to discuss the 
Nordau proposal in mora than one 
sentence in the book Ja all the more 
surprising in that, underlying his 
discusgion, In the theme that the 


authorities, One gets the impression 
from reading the book that Welz- 
mann, in league with Hretz Yisrael 
Lubour, managed to postpone the In- 
evitable clash with the Arabs until 
such a time aa the Jews were ready 
for (ἃ and that by that time the 
British could no longer stop the 
further growth of tho Jewish Home- 
land. The practical Zionists did 80 
without necessarily planning It and 
without foresceing every coming 
move In detail. They were not sure 
they wanted a soverelgn state. {Nor 
did Jabotinsky at first demand It 
— he would have been satisfied with 
Dominion status ond advocated 
close alllance with Britlsh imper- 
jaliam.) But there was one thing 
they wanted clearly: unlimit- 
ed Jewish immigration and sattle- 
ment. Full Jewlgh sovoreignty, a 
bi-national atate, an autonomous 
Dominion — any form would do. 
Circumstances forced upon the 
Zionists ea choice between fult sov- 
erelgnty, even in part of Hretz 
Yisrael, and the doom of Zionism, 

Americans will be surprised to

‘HHIN Charles de Gaulie dicd in 
W 1970 he had completed his me- 
moira only 43 far us 1962, This re- 
cent book by his fulthful Foreign 
Minister, Maurice Couve de Mur- 
ville, on Gnulllst foreign pulley up to 
1969, though lacking the eloquence 
of the General's writings, {s a prr- 
tlal aubstitute for what de Gaulle 
himacif did not have the Ume to 
complete. 

There ia no doubt that Couve de 
Murville identified hiinself complete- 
ly with hia muater’s idens and pro- 
jects and this exposé is a faithful ac- 
count and justificatlon of the polley 
pursued by Trance from 20,68 to 
1909. 

According to Couve de Murviile 
there are threo essential conditions 
for foreign-policy making: Will, 
Freedom and Persistence. By will he 
means that the policy should be de- 
Hberate and, as is ImpHed by the 
constant use throughout the book of 
the adverb “audacious,” bold. By 
freedom he means Independence from 
the policies of other powers {Lc. the 
τι.8.1, and hy persistence, the ability 
to see through policy which has 
been’ initlated.

The justification for the Gaulliat 
Middle Eastern policy is that France 
had to retract from the one slded 
pro-Israel polley of the Fourth Re- 
publle, which neglected the  tradi- 
tlonal friendshlp between France 
and the Arabs, Couve de Murville 
Justifico Israel's desire to be recog- 
mized by her nelghbours, to have 
anfe, internationally accepted fron- 
tlers {he is even willing to make 
local adjustments over the pre-June 
1867 buundarles) and for freedom 
of navigation through the stralghta 
of 'Tiran ond the Suez Canal. How- 
evor, he does not mention that tho 
Arab States never openly doclared 
themuelves In favour of these prin- 
ciples, and concentrates ou attack- 
Ing Wrael’s apporent unwillingness 
to agres to pesce without wide- 
seale annexations. The I'rench po- 
ley since June, 1907, according to 
Couve do Murvillo, has been to stand 
for the principle of justica which 
unfortunately she does not haye the 
power to implement. Other French 
Interests in the Arab world are no- 
turally not mentioned. 

Couve de Murville believes that 
the forelgn policy of which he waa 
In charge for 11 yeara (he: proudly 
remurks at the start that never 
alnce the Ancien Regime hod any 
one petson heen in charge of French 
foreign policy for so long) was suc- 
cessful ln so far as it fulfilled all 
three necessory prerequisites which 
he enumerated at the beginning: Will, 
Liberty and Peraistence. Neverthe- 
lesa, like all other Gaullist accounts, 
his book evades the fact that al- 
though many of the aima of de 
Gaulle's policy can be fully appre- 
elated and some of the achievements 
envied by other lesser powers, the 
means used were very often unnecea- 
sarily harsh and insulting to states 
which were, and still are, friends 
and alltes of France.

cy from 1958 to 1969 and not an au- 
toblography by its Foreign Minister 
who remains throughout a faceless 
figure. There is nothing In the book 
to indicate whether Couve de Mur- 
ville ever disogreed with his master 
nor any signs of hls own personal 
likes and dislikes, The book is a 
useful official exposé of the Fifth 
Republic's foreign policy under de 
Gaulle, though it reveala nothing 
that was unknown, or about the 
personality of the General's faithful 
servant who appears on a photo- 
graph on the front jacket aa in real 
life, stiff, unsmiling, official and 
distant.

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“Arcording to public opinion poll run by the Tarael Institute 
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“AN Israeli choreographer 
doesn’t have much of a 
chance here. I think I will go 
abroad for a while.” This bitter 
comment was made Lo me recent- 
by a sabra. It led me to wonder 

ἐ how much of the dance acti- 
vity in this country is Israeli. 

This is not to say that all art 
must express nationalist fervour. 
Rather, the problem is one of 
sources of creativity. Martha 
Graham has written: 

“Nothing is = more revealing 
than movement. What you are 
finds expression in what yon da. 
The dance revenls the spirit of 
the counlry in which it iakes raut. 
No sooner dues it [ail ta do lhis 
than the dance: bepins to lose ils 
indispensable inteyrity and signi- 
fleance.”

And it must be demoraliz- 
ing for a company to have people 
fitting in and out all the time. 

Perhaps we have to look across 
the sea, because there is a dearth 
of Israeli talent. That is not my 
impression, however. More and 
more choreographers come tomy 
attention on the local scene, like 
Noa Eshko}, Moshe Efrati, Roni 
Segal, Oshra Ronnen, Berta and 
Hillel Markman, Lia Schubort, 
Hasslx Levy, Jonnna Peled, Lindr 
Rabin, Gene Sagan, Rina Shaham. 
Surely there is much fine chorco- 
graphic talent among these and 
others, 

Why don't we see more οἵ their 
work ? Several T've spoken to are 
severely hampered hy lack of 
money. It is impossible to keen 
4 yvroup together, with adequate 
rehewrus, when all the members 
have to work full time elsewhere. 

Others cumplain that they have 
been pussed over hy the Batshova 
and Bat-Dor managements in 
favour of dancers from abroad 
with less ability. In addition, they 
cannot compete when these com- 
panies attract all the good per- 
formers with steady salaries, fre- 
quent tours and subscription 
series.

still needed for survival, Gr per- 
haps the Jaraeli "spirit is toe 
restless aud {vo competitive, lack- 
ing the patient devotion required 
for the birth of a lusty now 
dunce form, Hopefully, we will 
appreciate the genuine issue when 
it appears.
